SUMMARY. PER INSTRUCTION, I DISCUSSED THE KOREAN ASPECTS OF 
THE SECRETARY'S TRIP TO THE PRC WITH SECRETARY GENERAL KIM 
CHUNG YUM THURSDAY MORNING. HE WAS NOT PREPARED TO RESPOND 
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WITH ANY SUGGESTIONS OR IDEAS, BUT EXPRESSED HIS PERSONAL 
RESERVATIONS ABOUT THE TRILATERAL DISCUSSIONS AND URGED THAT PRC 
BE SOLICITED FOR ASSISTANCE TO RESUMPTION OF NORTH-SOUTH DIA- 
LOGUE. END SUMMARY. 

1 . 1 HAD INFORMED THE FOREIGN MINISTER YESTERDAY THAT I 
WOULD BE CALLING ON THE SECRETARY GENERAL THIS MORNING IN 
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THE HOPES THAT THAT MIGHT EXPEDITE THE ROKG REVIEW PROCESS 
OF THE U.S. SCENARIO DURING SECRETARY'S VISIT TO PEKING. THE 
SECRETARY GENERAL HAD BEEN INFORMED OF MY CONVERSATION WITH THE 
FOREIGN MINISTER BUT WAS, NEVERTHELESS, NOT PREPARED TO COM- 
MENT EITHER ON OUR PROPOSALS OR ON OTHER IDEAS THE ROKG MIGHT 
HAVE. AFTER REVIEWING THE SUBSTANCE AS CONTAINED IN REFTEL, 

I SAID THAT IN VIEW OF THE IMPORTANCE OF THIS MATTER, 

I HOPED THAT THE PRESIDENT WOULD BE PERSONALLY BRIEFED 
ON 74 INITIATIVES. THE SECRETARY GENERAL PROMISED TO 
DO SO AND SAID THAT THE ROKG RESPONSE WOULD BE PROVIDED 
TO US BY THE FOREIGN MINISTER WHEN ALL COMPETENT MINISTRIES 
HAD HAD AN OPPORTUNITY TO REVIEW THE MATTER. I EMPHASIZED 
THE CONSULTATIVE ASPECT OF OUR MEETING. 

2. HE SAID, HOWEVER, THAT AS A PERSONAL VIEW, HE FELT 

THAT THE TRILATERAL DISCUSSIONS WOULD NOT BE EFFECTIVE AND 
WOULD BE INAPPROPRIATE. HE POINTED OUT THAT THE 
PRC WAS ONE OF THE FOUR POWERS DIRECTLY CONCERNED WITH 
THE PEACE ON THE PENINSULA AND THAT, THEREFORE, COULD 
NOT BE LEFT OUT OF ANY DISCUSSIONS. HE FELT THAT WITH- 
OUT THE PRC, A DIALOGUE CONCERNING A MORE PERMANENT 
PEACEFUL ARRANGEMENT WOULD NOT BE EFFECTIVE. FINALLY, 

HE FELT THAT IN A THREE-POWER CONFERENCE THE ROKG WOULD 
FIND ITSELF IN THE ROLE OF "BRIDESMAID". SUCH A CON- 
FERENCE WOULD TEND TO REDUCE THE STATUS OF THE ROK AND 
INCREASE THE PRESTIGE OF NORTH KOREA IN THE 
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EYES OF THE WORLD. 

3. HE SAID THAT HE PERSONALLY FELT THAT MAXIMUM EFFORT 
SHOULD BE MADE TO OBTAIN PRC ASSISTANCE IN GETTING THE 
NORTH BACK TO A NORTH-SOUTH CONFERENCE TABLE. 

4. COMMENT: THE SECRETARY GENERAL REPEATED TWICE 
THAT THESE WERE HIS PERSONAL VIEWS. I AM ASSUMING 
THAT SINCE SUFFICIENT TIME HAS PASSED SINCE MY CON- 
VERSATION WITH THE FOREIGN MINISTER, THAT SOME DISCUSSIONS 
CONCERNING OUR PROPOSALS HAVE TAKEN PLACE WITH PRESIDENT 
PARK AND THAT, THEREFORE, HIS "PERSONAL VIEWS" ARE AT 
LEAST A SEMI-OFFICIAL RESPONSE ON THE PROPOSAL FOR 
TRILATERAL DISCUSSIONS. I EXPRESSED THE HOPE TO BOTH 

THE SECRETARY GENERAL AND THE FOREIGN MINISTER THAT 
WE HAVE THE OFFICIAL ROKG VIEWS BY THIS WEEKEND, 

BEFORE THE SECRETARY ARRIVED IN PEKING.
